Business and other com- 
munity leaders met Wednes- 
day, July 25, at the Grayling 
Holiday Inn to hear plans a 
group of Michigan investors 
have to build a plant locally 
which will turn wood waste 
into energy. Primary Power, 
the name of the group, pro- 
poses to invest approxi- 
mately twenty million 
dollars in the power facility. 

Present at the meeting 
were three of the managers 
of Primary Power, including 
the President, Richard 
Shockley; Treasurer, Roger 
Silverthorn; and John 
Parrott, legal counsel. All 
three are directors and 
shareholders in the project. 
Also attending was James 
Suggs, manager of the 
Detroit office of Black and 
Veatch, an architect 
engineering firm nationally 
recognized as one of the top 
power plant engineering 
firms in the world. 


On behalf of Primary 
President Rick 
Shockley said, ““‘We are most 
pleased with the reception 
we have gotten in Grayling. 
The 25 local people who at- 
tended Wednesday’s meet- 
ing represented a good cross 
section of the community 
leaders and all present were 
very supportive of our plans 
for doing business in Gray- 
ling.’’ 


Northern Commissioners Meet Here | 


County commissioners 
from the northern lower 
peninsula met recently at 
Wa Wa Sum, the Michigan 
State University conference 
facilty on the bank of the 
AuSable, to discuss natural 
resources. 

The meeting was hosted by 
the Cooperative Extension 
Service of MSU and was 
staffed by their experts on 
water resources, forestry, 
and fisheries management.

The facility will be located 
on forty acres of land and 
will occupy approximately 
ten acres of the forty-acre 
parcel. It is to include a wood 


kiln operation for drying ap- 


proximately four million 
board feet of lumber an- 
nually, and the electric 
power generation facility, 
which is expected to produce 
eleven thousand four hun- 
dred kilowatt hours to be 
sold to Consumers Power 
Company. 

The power plant will be an 
environmentally clean, low 
profile facility, well under 
all State and Federal Codes 
for sound and emissions 
from the plant, said 
Shockley. 

The plant design is based 
on a conventional process. 
Wood is gasified to produce a 
low-grade fuel gas that, after 
clean-up, will be directly

possible, Shockley said.

To this kind 
Providence we owe this hap- 
py opportunity of consulting 
in peace on the means of 
establishing our future 
national felicity.

pressure against that move, and instead 
made Mr. Lance his national campaign 
chairman, or something of that sort. 

Mr. Lance, to his credit, finally stepped 
aside in that role, too . He must really want 
Mr. Mondale to win, to get out of the picture 
in such a fashion; if he held animosity 
toward Mr. Mondale, he should have insist- 
ed on staying.

He said there will be ‘‘real efforts’’ 
to sell the program to the 


Fe @ Legislature early next year and suc- 


cess largely depends upon the 
various components of the industry 
pulling together to make a consen- 
sus approach. 

Ballenger noted, however, that if 
the Legislature feels it has to act-as 
a referee for the racing interests, any 
support for off-track betting would 
disappear. 

The commissioner, who appointed 


py @the advisory council last year to 


conduct the study, said the group 
believes, because of a specific lack of 
a prohibition otherwise, that his of- 
fice could have the authority to 
permit phone-in betting without a 
change in the current racing law. 

He said such a program, should it 
be implemented on a trial basis, 
could pave the way for a full off- 
track betting program.

Ferraro campaign swing, a courtly 
Southern gentleman in Mississippi - Agri- 
culture Commissioner Jim Buck Ross - 
asked her whether she could make blue- 
berry muffins.

wagering and other forms of leisure 
time wagering activities. 

The council recommended a well- 
funded legislative feasibility study 
on the impacts and effects of imple- 
menting such methods of wagering 
to guarantee that such wagering 
would not be harmful to existing 
tracks, especially smaller ones com- 
peting with off-track betting’ and 
other wagering dollars in state and 
regional markets. 

Previous off-track betting 
proposals have been historically 
defeated in the Legislature. 

The council recommended a 
change in the current taxing struc- 
ture of the annual handle at the 
tracks. The current state tax rate of 
6.23 percent of the handle is some 78 
percent more than the national 
average. 

The group recommended a reduc- 
tion in the rate — to about 3 percent 
— with ail the revenues being put 
back into the industry for all betting 
up to $400 million per year. 

To reverse declining attendance at 
state tracks, the council recommend- 
ed a strong public relations program 
of a coordinated advertising 
program, a full-time racing infor- 
mation unit within the com- 
missioner’s office, creation of a 
weekly television show on_ the 
feature races in the state and imple- 
mentation of a special sweepstakes 
wager at Michigan tracks. 

Further, the council recommended 
the tightening of security at all race 
tracks, especially in the barn and 
_pre-race paddock areas. 

Besides the suggested security, 
the council said the Office of the 
Racing Commissioner is under- 
staffed and unable to handle basic 
functions, especially during peak 
racing dates. 

The council called for improved 
racing laboratory effectiveness, ap- 
‘pointments by the commissioner of 
all three stewards at each track and 
implementation of additional rules 
permitting testing of both jockeys 
and drivers of drugs as well as 
alcohol.

Doodles From 
The Tall Timber

I recently started presen- 
ting evening programs in the 
campground for the cam- 
pers or any others who 
right wish to attend. After 
one program was over and J 
was getting the equipment 
packed, I could hear a 
nighthawk somewhere near- 
by. Only once have I gotten a 
close look at one. 

They feed entirely on in- 
sects caught on the wing, 
which says something for 
their flying abilities. I have 
seen them early in the 
evening and heard their 
slight roaring noise after 
dark. One nighthawk 
stomach contained 1,800 
winged ants, another 60 
grasshoppers, and _ still 
another 500 mosquitoes. 
With a flying speed of nearly 
22 miles per hour, not many 
insects get away. 

According to one source I 
have, they may have a 
wingspan of over 20 inches 
and a tip-of-the-bill-to-the- 
end-of-tail length of 10 in- 
ches, They are dark colored, 


but the wings have a 


noticeable _—ilight-colored 
band near the tip and two 
narrow white bands on the 
tail. While the summer 
range covers most of the 
U.S., they winter in Argen- 
tina. They build no nest but 
lay two eggs on open ground, 
on graveled roofs, on roads, 
or in open spaces in fields. 
The “‘bullbat” was once 
shot in great numbers during 
migration because of the 
skill required in hitting such 
an erractic target. For- 
tunately, the nighthawk is 
now protected by law — 
which is good for us con- 
sidering what it feeds upon.
